Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 and 10 are allowed over the prior art which does not 
disclose a spindle motor having a cylindrical bearing member in which a series of 
bearing clearances is filled with oil that is formed in between a bearing member, a rotor 
shaft and a flat face of a rotor. In addition of a thrust bearing section provided with 
dynamic-pressure-generating grooves that is contoured to impart on the oil pressure 
acting radially inward during rotation of a rotor in which an end face of a bearing 
member axially opposes the rotor flat face and in combination with a radial bearing 
section that is provided with dynamic-pressure-generating grooves contoured to impart 
on the oil pressure acting inward from either end axially during rotation of said rotor, and 
is formed between an inner peripheral surface of a bearing hole and a circumferential 
surface of a shaft radially opposing the bearing-hole inner peripheral surface. In which 
at least one ray-like groove is provided in the bearing member end face where a thrust 
bearing section is formed, and reaching from a radially inward edge portion of the 
dynamic-pressure-generating grooves provided in a thrust bearing section to a bearing 
hole.
